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PURPOSE  OF  REPORT 

Through  this  document,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  complies 
with  Section  ?£,  Chapter  112,  General  Laws,  which  requires  the  Board  to 
"make  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  nursing  in  the  Commonwealth." 
The  report  covers  the  fiscal  year  period  from  July  1,  1969  through 
June  30,  1970. 

PURPOSE  AND  FUNCTIONS  OF  BOARD  OF  REGISTRATION  IN  NURSING 

The  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing,  an  administrative  agency  within 
the  governmental  organization  of  the  Cc  .  >nweaith,  is  dele      the  I 
bility  for  implementation  of  those  statutes  and  sections  of  i  that 

provide  legal  control  of  nursing  practice.   The  fundamental  purpose  of  the 
Board  is  to  safeguard  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Commcnwealth  who 
require  the  services  of  professional  and  practical  nurses. 

To  fulfill  its  purpose,  the  Board  has  two  major  functions: 

1.  Licensure  of  professional  and  practical  nurses; 

2.  Determination  and  maintenance  of  nursing  education  standards  that 
are  basic  to  licensure  of  safe  practitioners  through  approval  cf 
nursing  education  programs.

twelve  member  Board  consists  of  five  registered  nurses,  one  lie  used 
practical  nurse,  two  qualified  physicians,  two  hospital  administrators  a. 
two  hospital  trustees.   Members  are  appointed  for  six-year  terms  by  the 
Governor.

Hazelle 
Ferguson,  R.N.,  served  as  chairman  during  the  major  portion  of  the  period 
covered  by  the  report.   Mrs.  Ferguson  succeeded  the  previous  chairman, 
Eleanor  A.  Gaffney,  R.N.   There  was  one  vacancy  in  Board  membership  throughout 
the  report  period.   The  vacancy  was  in  the  category  or  trustee  of  a  hospital 
which  conducts  an  approved  school  of  nursing. 

BOARD  MEETINGS 

The  Board  held  nine  (9)  regular  and  two  (2)  special  meetings  during 
the  1970  fiscal  year.   A  quorum  was  established  at  each  meeting.   Minutes 
of  each  meeting  are  on  file  at  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  office. 

LICENSURE 
PROFESSIONAL  NURSES 

During  the  1970  fiscal  year,  eight  examination  sessions  consisting  of 
two  days  per  session  were  conducted.   A  total  of  2918  candidates  were 
examined.   The  source  of  examinees  was  as  follows:

Of  the  2918  examinees,  2152  were  examined  for  the  first  time;  766  were 
repeating  the  examination. 

Original  certificates  of  registration  were  issued  to  3978  Individuals j 
2126  through  examination  and  1852  through  endorsement  by  another  board  of 
nursing. 

Also,  68, li55>  renewal  registrations  were  issued.   Therefore,  a  total  of 
72,1^33  professional  nurses  were  registered  in  Massachusetts  during  fiscal 
1970.

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During  the  five  year  period  1966-1970,  total  registrations  increased  by 
98^3.   A  comparison  of  1966  with  1970  statistics  shows  an  increase  in  all 
areas  as  follows:   663  more  original  registrations,  957  more  registrations 
by  endorsement  and  7863  more  renewal  registrations. 

PRACTICAL  NURSES 

During  fiscal  1970,  six  practical  nurse  examination  sessions  of  one 
day  each  were  held  and  1141-2  candidates  were  examined.   The  source  of 
examinees  was  as  follows:

A  total  of  1513  original  certificates  of  licensure  were  issued  to  practical 
nurses,  131+6  through  examination  and  167  through  endorsement. 

During  fiscal  1970,  19,14-75  renewal  licenses  were  issued.   Therefore,  a  total 
of  20,988  practical  nurse  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year.

During  the  five  year  period  1966-1970,  total  licenses  increased  by  3514-6. 
A  comparison  of  1966  with  1970  statistics  shows  an  increase  in  all  areas  as 
follows:   71+9  more  original  registrations,  I4.3  more  registrations  by 
endorsement  and  275U-  additional  renewal  licenses. 

CERTIFICATION  OF  PROFESSIONAL  NUHSSS 

A  nurse  registered  in  another  jurisdiction  may  be  issued  a  certificate 
to  practice  professional  nursing  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
nurse  pending  completion  of  the  requirements  for  registration.   The 
certification  provisions  of  the  nursing  practice  statute  (Section  1  >(■  , 
Chapter  112  G.L.)  apply  to  nurses  educated  in  other  countries.   A  certificate 
is  issued  for  one  year  and  may  be  renewed  for  one  additional  consecutive 
year.

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Prom  the  effective  date  of  the  certification  statute  in  1966  throu 
June  30,  1970  a  total  of  819  applications  for  certification  have  beon  filed; 
£65  certificates  have  been  issued  and  70  certificates  have  been  renewed.   A 
total  of  216  applications  have  been  withdrawn  during  the  1966-70  period 
because  the  applicants  did  not  file  necessary  credentials  within  a  one-year 
period.   Thirty-eight  (38)  applications  wero  pending  as  of  June  30,  1970. 
Therefore,  since  the  certification  statute  was  enacted  in  1966,  over  68.9"' 
of  the  applicants  have  complied  with  procedural  requirements  and  have  been 
certified. 

CERTIFIED  STATEMENTS  ISSUED  TO  OTHER  BOARDS  OF  NURSING 

Licensure  through  endorsement  requires  that  the  Board  of  Nursing  in  the 
state  of  original  licensure  provide  a  certified  statement  verifying  that 
license  to  the  Board  of  Nursing  in  the  state  in  which  the  individual  is 
making  application  for  registration  as  a  professional  nurse  or  license  as  a 
practical  nurse  without  examination. 

During  Fiscal  1970,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  issued  a  total 
of  2^4.20  certified  statements  to  other  Boards  of  Nursing,  195U-  for  registered 
nurses  and  I4.66  for  licensed  practical  nurc.cs.   The  total  number  of  certified 
statements  issued  for  both  categories  of  licensees  showed  little  variation 
from  the  preceding  year. 

DISCIPLINARY  ACTION  AND  REINSTATEMENTS 

In  accordance  with  section  77 »  chapter  112,  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Nursing  investigates  complaints  of  violations  of  the  nursing  practice  law. 
The  number  of  complaints  being  received  at  the  Board  office  is  increasin 
Procurement  of  proper  evidence  to  support  a  complaint  is  frequently  difficult. 
During  fiscal  1970,  six  written  complaints  were  received.   The  Board  referred 
four  cases  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  for  further  investigation. 
These  cases  all  involved  persons  who  were  representing  themselves  to  be 
registered  nurses  without  being  licensed  as  such  in  Massachusetts.   The 
reports  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  indicated  inability  to  locate  one 
of  the  persons,  insufficient  evidence  on  another,  and  a  recommendation  not  to 
prosecute  a  third.   As  of  June  30,  1970,  no  report  had  been  received  from   .. 
Department  of  Public  Safety  on  the  fourth  case  referred. 

Eleven  complaints  of  nursing  practice  (ten  registered  nurses  and  one 
licensed  practical  nurse)  resulted  in  the  suspension/revocation  of  the 
licenses  of  three  registered  nurses  and  one  licensed  practical  nurse  and 
disposition  without  action  on  the  others  because  the  evidence  offered  in 
support  of  the  complaint  was  inadequate  (6  cases)  or  because  of  a  court 
decision  not  to  suspend  licensure  which  was  roached  prior  to  Board  action  on 
the  complaint  in  one  case. 

During  this  period,  two  registered  nurses  and  three  licensed  practical 
nurses,  whose  licenses  had  been  previously  suspended/revoked,  wero  reinstated. 


BASIC  NURSING  EDUCATION  IN  MASSACHUSETTS 


TYPES  AND  NUrlBERS  OF  NURSING  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS 

The  Board  of  Registration  in  Nur3ing  is  the  legal  accrediting  (approval) 
agency  for  educational  programs  preparing  professional  and  practical  nurses. 

There  are  three  distinctive  types  of  programs  whose  graduates  are 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  examination  for  registration  as  professional 
nurses  (R.N.)   They  are: 

1.  Schools  of  Nursing  that  grant  the  diploma,  usually  administered 
by  a  hospital  corporation; 

2.  Junior  or  Community  College  Programs  that  grant  an  associate 
degree  in  nursing; 

3»   College  or  University  Programs  that  grant  a  baccalaureate  degree 
in  nursing. 

Practical  Nursing  Schools  whose  graduates  are  eligible  for  admission 
to  the  practical  nurse  licensing  examination  (L.P.N.)  are  categorised 
according  to  administrative  control  as  hospital  schools,  vocational  or 
trade  school  programs,  and  independent  schools. 

On  June  30,  1970  there  were  98  approved  nursing  education  programs 
in  Massachusetts  distributed  as  follows:

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  professional  nursing 

education  programs  conducted  by  Henry  Heywood  Hospital,  Gardner,  and  Sturdy 

Memorial  Hospital,  Attleboro,  were  terminated.   Four  diploma  programs  are 

in  the  process  of  closure;  three  of  these  initiated  the  procedure  during 

this  report  year  and  the  fourth  started  the  process  two  years  ago.   However, 

the  three  programs  initiating  closure  proceeding  this  year  are  phasing  into

During  fiscal  1970  the  practical  nursing  education  program  conducted 
by  Westboro  State  Hospital  was  closed  but  was  replaced  by  an  independent 
program,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Mental  Health-Assabet  Valley  Division, 
Westboro.   Also,  an  independent  school,  the  Shepard  Gill  School  of  Practical 
Nursing,  Boston,  announced  closuro  and  will  be  replaced  by  a  hospital- 
conducted  program.   In  addition,  two  new  practical  nurse  programs  conduct- 
by  vocational  schools  will  open  in  the  Fall  of  1970.

COMMONWEALTH  CENTER  FOR  PRACTICAL  NURSE  EDUCATION 

An  accelerated  practical  nursing  program  for  practical  nurses  licensed 
through  a  waiver  statute  in  Massachusetts  was  initiated  in  196?.   Known  as 
the  Commonwealth  Center  for  Practical  Nurse  Education,  the  program  is 
administered  by  the  Division  of  Vocational  Education  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing. 

Original  planning  for  this  program  anticipated  that  1,000  eligible 
recruits  could  be  offered  the  program  within  a  two-year  period.   It  was 
expected  that  three  separate  sections  would  operate  simultaneously  in 
different  regions  of  the  state,  following  implementation  of  a  pilot  section 
in  the  Greater  Boston  area.   The  plans  have  not  been  realized.   The  lack 
of  support  for  the  program  by  employers  of  licensed  practical  nurses,  other 
state  agencies  and  voluntary  organizations  along  with  the  unavailability 
of  funds  for  the  project  has  hampered  the  success  of  the  project.   Until 
initiation  of  the  program  in  the  Fall  River  area  on  June  1,  1970,  the  program 
has  been  available  only  in  the  Boston  area. 

As  of  June  30,  1970,  289  candidates  have  enrolled  in  this  program 
(26I4.  in  Boston;  25  in  the  Southeastern,  Fall  River  program)  .   Only  the  Boston 
section  produced  graduates  during  this  fiscal  year.   Of  the  216  graduates 
who  wrote  the  practical  nurse  licensure  examination  prior  to  July  1,  1970, 
197  (91.2$)  passed  the  examination  on  first  attempt  and  10  of  13  passed 
on  the  second  attempt.   Therefore,  96fo   of  the  graduates  have  become  licensed 
as  graduates  of  an  approved  school  of  practical  nursing  thereby  qualifying 
for  a  broader  range  of  employment. 

INSPECTION  (EVALUATION)  OF  NURSING  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS 

Section  8lA,  Chap.  112,  G.L.  as  amended  authorized  the  Board  of 
Registration  in  Nursing  to  "inspect"  schools  of  professional  and  practical 
lursing  for  approval  purposes  and  requires  that  no  approval  be  withdrawn 
unless  an  "inspection"  has  been  made.   By  its  own  regulation,  the  Board 
requires  that  each  approved  nursing  education  program  be  "surveyed"  at 
least  every  three  years.   Implementation  of  the  Board's  regulation  has 
continually  been  hampered  by  the  lack  of  adequate  professional  staff  to 
conduct  the  survey  procedure.   Traditionally,  the  survey  procedure  has 
included  a  site  visit.   Primarily,  the  site  visit  is  required  to  determine 
if  Board  regulations  relative  to  educational  and  clinical  facilities  are 
being  met.   Frequently,  there  has  been  no  change  in  these  facilities  from 
Dne  survey  visit  to  the  next  and,  therefore,  the  site  visit  in  those 
instances  often  became  superfluous  but  time-consuming.   On  March  2$,  1970, 
nembers  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  adopted  the  following 
definition  of  "inspection":   Inspection  embodies  the  elements  of  evaluation. 
Inspection  of  a  nursing  education  program  requires  evaluation  of  the  program 
and  the  conduct  of  the  school  using  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing 
regulations  as  the  evaluation  criteria.   Such  evaluation  may  include,  but 
does  not  necessarily  require,  a  site  visit  to  the  physical  facilities.

In  addition,  the  Board  approved  the  Commonwealth  Center  for  Practical 
Nurse  Education,  Southeastern  Section,  an  accelerated  program  for  Licensed 
Practical  Nurses  licensed  through  Massachusetts  "waiver"  statute  and  a 
basic  program  in  psychiatric  nursing  for  nurses  educated  in  other  countries 
to  be  conducted  by  the  Metropolitan  State  Hospital. 

BOARD  OP  REGISTRATION  IN  NURSING  ACTION  ON  CURRlCULU/i  REVISIONS 

The  Board  reviewed  I4.7  curriculum  revision  proposals  submitted  by  the 
schools.   Twenty-four  schools  of  professional  nursing  submitted  a  total  of 
33  curriculum  revision  proposals  (9  schools  submitted  two  separate 
proposals  during  the  year).   Board  action  resulted  in  approval  of  32  of  the 
33  proposals.   Twelve  schools  of  practical  nursing  submitted  1L|.  curriculum 
revision  proposals  of  which  13  were  approved  by  the  Board  (2  schools 
submitted  two  separate  proposals).
